The Philadelphia Trade Meeting. 


PuRSUANT to a call signed by Claxton, Rem- 
sen & Haffelfinger, Porter & Coates, and other 
leading Philadelphia firms, a large meeting 
of the Philadelphia book-dealers was held 
in the private parlor of the St. Cloud Hotel, 
Thursday, 3d December, at 11 o’clock. About 
thirty gentlemen were present, with them 
Messrs. Randolph, Dodd, and W. S. Appleton, 
the Committee of the Central Bookseller’s As- 
sociation, and others from New-York, and Mr. 
Cushing of Baltimore. Mr. Randolph arrived 
in Philadelphia the day before, and, with Mr. 
Cushing, had consultations with Mr. J. B. Lip- 

pincott and others of the Philadelphia trade. 

' The meeting being called to order, Mr. Henry 
C. Lea was chosen chairman, and Mr. Coates 
secretary. Mr. Randolph was then called upon 
to take the floor, and he addressed the meeting 
at some length, showing how the present sys- 
tem was utterly destroying the local bookseller. 
He cited what he had himself seen at Amherst, 
where one of the oldest businesses in the coun- 
try failed to pay a decent living, although in a 
place which contained a college, an agricultural 
college, and a young ladies’ seminary, because 
private buyers all through these institutions 
were given as good if not better terms than the 
bookseller himself. In illustrating to what pass 
the system of discounting had come, he told 
the story of the young lady who asked in a 
bookstore what the discount to ministers was. 
“ Why, are youa minister ?” asked the astonish- 
ed salesman. ‘No, but I’m engaged to one,” 
returned she Mr. Randolph concluded by 
showing that this reform proposed to protect 
the local bookseller in his custom, and by 
Strengthening him to strengthen the publisher 
as well, 

Mr. Cushing, of Baltimore, was then called 
upon by the Chairman to address the meeting, 
and he made a brief speech, in which, in re- 
markably clear, compact, and logical shape, he 
set forth the proper relations of the different 





departments of the trade. He showed how the 
highest prosperity of the trade-centres was 
identified with the success of local booksel- 
lers, and alluded to the educational mission of 
the bookseller, which made this reform of 
public as well as of trade importance. Mr. 
Cushing won golden opinions by his manly 
and forcible address. 

Mr. Dodd and Mr. Appleton, of the Com- 
mittee, were also called upon, and expressed 
themselves briefly, the latter moving a recess 
of ten minutes for the signing of the paper 
submitted, which had been read by the Secre- 
tary at the close of Mr. Randolph's address. 

his motion was waived, however, to admit 
of a more general discussion, when a novel 
interpretation of the document signed by the 
New-York and Boston trade was made by the 
Chairman, who suggested that it permitted 20 
per cent discount to any buyers, large or small. 
This aroused considerable discussion, which 
was participated in by Messrs. Blakiston, Black, 
Griffiths, Claxton, Randolph, Cushing, and 
others. It was stated that the document, as 
signed by the New-York and Boston houses, 
was clearly understood to restrict discounts to 
the classes named in the document, other buy- 
ers outside the trade to be held to retail prices. 
One ofthe debaters said that Philadelphia was 
anxious for this reform, but it was necessary to 
know definitely what the document in question 
meant. He said that retail prices were really 
not known in Philadelphia, books being sold 
over the counter regularly at 20 to 25 off; if this 
document simply limited discounts to 20 per 
cent, it only made an improvement of five per 
cent; if it made a return to retail prices, that 
desirable object should be thoroughly under- 
stood. On motion, therefore, a note was added 
to the document, previous to being signed by 
the Philadelphia trade, restricting discounts to 
the classes named, and holding ail other buyers 
outside the trade to catalogue retail - prices. 
Mr. Blakiston discussed the question of medi- 
cal books, and Mr. Challen spoke of the pre- 
sent measure as an opening wedge for the 
return of the trade to a true business basis. 

A motion for a recess of ten minutes was 
then carried, during which the inner man got 
the better of the bookseller in several gentle- 
men and spirited them off to dinner, and they 
were no more seen. The document was, how- 
ever, signed On the spot by half a score of the 
leading houses of the city, including Claxton, 
Remsen & Haffelfinger, Porter & Coates, the 
American Sunday-school Union, the Presbyte- 
rian Board of Publication, and other societies 
and firms, on the understanding that the agree- 
ment was to hold from the Ist January, on being 
signed generally by the principal houses of Phila- 
delphia. Mr. Lea declined to sign the document, 
although thoroughly in unison with the reform 
movement, because he had always held himself 
to the much higher rule of making no discounts 
whatever outside the trade, and referring retail 
customers, as far as possible, to the retail book- 
stores, and he didn’t care to make confession 
of what he hadn’t done by affixing his name to 
the document. On the re-assembling of the 


meeting, Messrs. Remsen, Black, and Blakiston 
were appointed a committee to solicit the sig- 
natures of those not present during the recess, 
and after avote of thanks to Mr. Randolph and 
other visiting members of the trade, the meet- 
ing adjourned.

Book stores and Booksellers. 


WE print elsewhere a letter which exempli- 
fies very fairly a large class of letters which we 
receive, and a very general feeling of grievance. 
Mr. Patton, a veteran’in the New-England 
trade, complains of the rivalry which the variety- 
Stores, keeping a little of every thing, wage 
with his bookstore, and laments that the pub- 
lic are quite as apt to patronize them as him. 
Mr Patton, and other sufferers like him, have 
good reason to lament this state of things, but 
we do not agree with him in calling the public 
to task for it. 

The difficulty is simply another phase of the 
demoralization of the trade, and its remedy is 
to be sought in the present reform. Under the 
new rules, when they are carried out, the pub- 
lisher will no longer permit the variety-stores 
to undersell his larger customers, and the 
better-stocked store will then prove more at- 
tractive to the public, and command its cus- 
tom. Any other means of keeping bookstores 
up to what they should be, than by making 
them what they should be in stock and attrac- 
liveness, is likely to prove of little avail. But 
this subject is a wide one, to which we shall 
recur after the New Year, when we have more 
Space and our readers more time, to spare.

Bookstores vs. Junk-shops. 


WATERBURY, Cr., Nov. 24, 1874. 
Editor Publishers’ Weekly : 


NOTICING your commendation of and remarks 
on the communication of “ H.” in the WEEKLY 
of the 21st November, | thought I would send 
you a line of similar import. ‘H.’’ exclaims, 
“To what depths of indignity is a bookseller 
sunk in order to eke out a poor subsistence !” 
But why should this Hamilton dealer be desig- 
nated as a bookseller? 

Were the truth known, it would be proven 
that he is not a dona fide bookseller, as I under- 
stand the term, but simply a “vader, who has no 
particular taste for books, and cares no more 
for'selling books than he does for the coal-oil 
he deals in. A bookseller should confine him- 
self to the sale of books and stationery, and 
their legitimate adjuncts, or abandon that 
trade, and give his whole time and capital to 
dealing in coal-oil and similar things: other- 
wise, he is damaging his neighbor, if he has 
one, who confines his trade to books and articles 
of legitimate bookselling consideration. 

Not the publishers are to blame for this state of 
things, but the public, in buying books, station- 
ery,and newspapers at a junk-shop. 

Now in this town, where I have grown gray 
in the effort “to eke out a poor subsistence,” 
in selling books, stationery, photograph-albums, 
and such goods, I am confronted by opponents 
who deal in the most incongruous articles: 
children’s sleds, sleighs, perambulators, fruit, 
fishing-rods, toys, cheap picture-frames, dolls, 
and.a multifarious conglomeration of stuff, as 
foreign as possible from the idea of a,booksel- 
ler’s stock ; and with the above-named things 
they sell newspapers, magazines, school and 
miscellaneous books, and have the effrontery to 
designate their establishment as a “ bookstore !” 
Heaven save the mark ! 

Now when the book-buying portion of the 
public goes to such places for its dooks, the deal- 
erin books who avoids pitching in helter-skelter 
into all sorts of stuff that there is a little 
“money in” must and does suffer. Can you sug- 
gest a remedy for sucha state of affairs? These 
fellows, too, are they who cut down prices and 
undersell, and we must follow suit in this par- 
ticular. 

And so long as the consumers of books and 
magazines, that is, the readers thereof, continue 
to buy their literary food from the purveyors of 
coal-oil, skates, fishing-tackle, fruits, nuts, etc., 
we must “grin and bear it.” 

For one I consider the trade degraded when 
mixed up in this manner, and before I do so 
mix my share of it I will abandon it 7” ¢ofe, and 
go bodily into the grocery or some other busi- 
ness.

STATIONERY AND FANCY GOODS. 


THE market for-stationery and fancy goods 
shows but little variety since our last report. 
The sales during November have been all that 
could be expected, and a feeling of greater 
confidence prevails. In stationery there is 
nothing particular to notice. Standard goods 


meet with ready sale, but at a slight reduction | 
The stock of fancy stationery for the | 


in price. 
holidays was not large, and it has been for the 
most part disposed of to the retail dealers, who 
feel confident that they will have a lively trade. 
The jobbers report a good demand for all 
classes of goods from the country trade, but 
the orders are smaller than last year. The ag- 
gregate, however, is about the same. The re- 
tailers have purchased sparingly only such 
quantities as they were sure to dispose of ; but 
this has enabled them im most instances to pay 
cash, or, where credit has been asked for, no 
fonger a period than thirty days. This has 
enabled the jobbers to make good their ac- 
counts with the manufacturers and importers, 
and the consequence jis a freer circulation of 
money with all its benefits. This plan of small 
sales and cash payments has worked so well 
this season, we would recommend that it be 
continued. 

in fancy goods the trade since our last re- 
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port has been brisk. During November, a 
number of buyers came into the city from all 
sides, not only from the immediate neighbor- 
hood of New-York, but from the Western 
States, showing that the revival in trade is gen- 
eral. Early inthe past month most of the im- 
porters had large stocks on hand, but they have 
been sold, and now the shelves are empty. The 
importers state that their Christmas trade has 
been brisk, but that prices have been somewhat 
lower. The noticeable feature of this trade is 
the same as with stationery. The individual 
sales have been small, but the aggregate is all 
that was expected. There are no novelties in 
the market; the usual goods are seen every- 
where, and it would almost seem that the i inge- 
nuity of the manufacturers was exhausted. 
Russia leather goods are prevalent, this mate- 
rial having superseded all other styles. 

The adjustable paper book-covers introduced 
by P. F. Van Everen, 150 Nassau street, New- 
York, are greatly indemand. They are so con- 
trived as to fit any book. Theyare put up 100 
in a box for $2.00.
